N e w Y or k . Dec. 1.5.—A dispatch from 
Now Orleans says: Tho steamer J . M. W hit© 
was burned to tho water’s edg© about 11 
o’clock Monday night at Point Coupee land­ 
ing. 
Exactly how tho fir» originated is a 
mystery. 
In a few minutes tho flames had 
gained such headway that it was 
impossible 
to stay their course, anti in a short time 
nothing was left of tho finest l» oat 
on 
the 
lower M ississippi. 
It is impossible now to 
give the names of all who were burr,« 
drowned, but it is known that ho 
thirty-five and forty passengers and 
hands lost their lives. 
Tho steamer was valued at 1100,000, and 
insured for $¡¿ 7,500, principally with New 
Orleans companies. 
The cargo was valued 
at $150,00; insurance unknown.

ject to the same o bligatio ns as the railways, 
and th a t the co ntracts o f the co mpanies with 
the W estern Unio n exclu sively are w itho u t 
au tho rity o f law, and su stains this co nclu sio n 
by referenco to acts o f co ngress and decisio ns 
o f the su preme co u rt. 
A bill is pro po sed as a su bstitu te fo r the

a tite comes while eating,

So great and salubrious is the effect of gas 
tronomic odors iu stim ulating all the glands 
and functions of the body, that a dinner of 
savory, fragrant courses may produce in the 
diner a feeling of w arm th and ex hiliration 
resembling the effects of wine, but w ith none 
of the depressing after effects following ex ­ 
cessive indulgence in that liq uor. 
And, thus 
it comes about that the epicure in search of 
“ignoble pleasure” finds it the source of health 
and of general contentment with the w orld. 
A few widely prevalent erroneous notions 
concerning epicures must l» e corrected in this 
place. 
One is that they incline to gluttony 
and intemperance. 
But u true epicure would 
no more dream of taking away the sharp 
edge of future appetite by over-indulgence 
than a barber would be of opening a tin can 
with a razor. 
He weighs his pleasures and 
pains too nicely to be caught in such vices. 
Another is that an epicure always needs the 
choicest delicacies to stim ulate his appetite 
On the contrary the a rt of epicurism consists 
in the ability to get pleasure out of the most 
commonplace articles of food, by preparing 
and eating them properly. 
Of course, the 
epicure prefers Chambertin to Macon, and 
canvas back to roast goose, for the same 
reason that he prefers the fragrance of a 
wood violet to th at of a coarse hot house 
flower; but, on the other hand, he alone 
knows what an Oriental rose garden of magic 
]>erfumes m ay be found in the simplest crust 
of whole meal or Graham bread and butter; 
though ordinary mortals may easily convince 
themselves of their ex istence by eating a slice 
and allowing the ex haled air to pass slowly 
through the nose. 
From an olfactory 
point of view, it seems, 
agreeable alim ents may be divided into two 
classes- -tho w n < h are more fragrant ex ­ 
ternally, ui 1 those which develop superior 
odors after i hey are crushed by the teeth or 
tongue.

“A man could go through tw enty battles 
on a q uarter the cold nerve th at A ndy Hick- 
enlooper had to use in one little episode with 
McPherson down on the Tennessee river, 
where there wasn’t an enemy in sight,” said 
Capt. Jim H arper, the other day. 
“One 
evening, about an hour before sundown, Col. 
Hickenlooiier was called to McPherson’s tent 
and informed th at it was necessary for the 
entire arm y of 30,000 men to be across the 
river and after the Confederates by daylight 
nex t morning. 
“ ‘But, general,’ said Andy, ‘there isn’t a 
stick of tim ber within forty miles big enough 
to carry an em pty caisson, and the wagons 
with the pontoons are ten miles back.1 
“ ‘Can’t help that,’ replied McPherson, curt­ 
ly. 
‘The bridge must be built and the arm y 
on the move before 4 o’clock tom orrow m orn­ 
ing. 
Good afternoon, Col. Hickenlooper.’ 
SIZING UP THE SITUATION. 
“ ‘I left the tent and went down to the 
river,’ said Gen. Hickenlooper, in telling this 
ex perience not long ago, ‘and I don’t suppose 
a m an could be in greater misery, m entally, 
than I was. 
I walked up and down the bank 
feu* an hour, sizing up the situation. 
I knew 
th at, as chief of the engineer corps, I was ex ­ 
pected to solve the problem some w ay; and 
th at to fail then was to loose all standing, 
professionally, not only for the war, but 
probably for all the future. 
I think I must 
have sweat blood, if such a thing were possi­ 
ble. 
Finally I wandered nearly a mile up 
tho bank, and there, half a mile back, I came 
across ail old gin piled full of cotton.

W e sunk the liales with big 
stones, laying two tiers of four bales each 
clear across the river, holding them in place 
by tw o big cables stretched across on the 
lower side. 
The Ix iards of the gin made a 
tolerable roadway, but a t the best it was an 


awful scaly J ob. Tbs top bates wsrs only 
about three inches out of the water, and I 
wasn’t at all sure the cables would stand the 
•train. 
But at 8 o’clock I walked up to Mc­ 
Pherson’s tent and routed h i« out of bed. 
How well I remember him ly ing there on his 
elbow, bolding up a match to see my face as 
I approached his bunk, 
“ General, the bridge 
is ready ,* “ Very well, colonel,” bad pewed 
before the match went out, and before 1 had 
walked three rods from headquarters “ boots 
and raddles” bad been sounded and the camp 
was a bedlam. 
TRET STOOD THE TEST. 
“ *1 crossed the bridge and stood at the edge 
of the water, ex pecting and dreading to see 
the cables part under the terrific strain. 
Why , those cotton bales settled down under 
the weight of the heavy guns until the water 
ran into the mouths of the cannon, but they 
stood the test, and at 11:30 the last wagon 
had made safe passage, and we signaled 
ahead to McPherson, ‘All over.’ In a little 
while an orderly came galloping back to 
summon me to McPherson, who was five 
miles ahead by this time. 
When I rode up 
to my autocratic superior he saluted and 
said: ‘That was well done, colonel. 
Now 
y ou go back and cut the bridge loose and I’ll 
telegraph the gunboats down on the Missis­ 
sippi to pick up the cotton for y ou and y our 
assistant engineer.1 I thought that was a 
first class reward and of course performed 
my part of the work,’ concluded Hicken- 
looper.” 
“ W hat did the i*otton bring him, Mr. Har­ 
per?” 
“Not a red cent. 
The gunboats picked up 
the cotton all right, but A ndy never saw any 
of the money for it.

man to make something out of nothing, but 
th at’s war.

nition, out of cotton bales, over a swift 
stream, in less than twelve hours.”—C incin­ 
nati Sun.

Cure for th e O pium H abit. 
There can be little doubt that much of the 
distress resulting from abstinence from an ac­ 
customed stim ulant, whatever it tie, is due to 
im agination, and in some cases victims 
of the 
habit have cured themselves by the ex ertion 
simply of 
a strong determ ination to take no 
more. 
In a large num ber of eases, however, 
the Indulgence 
has produced a complete 
paralysis of 
will power, and then some 
method of judicious medical treatm ent is nec­ 
essary, although even then success does not 
always follow. 
An account of an ingenious 
mode of effecting the cure 
of a long indulged 
opium habit is given in The Medical World 
by I)r. R. H. Dalton. 
The patient was first allowed for a week to 
take her usual q uantity of m orphine in the 
form of a m ix ture containing also five drops 
of nux vomica and one-q uarter of a grain of 
q uinine in each dose, and colored with tinct­ 
ure of lavender. 
Then for tw enty weeks the 
am ount of morphine was lessened every seven 
days one-twentieth, and, at the same time, 
the tincture wo« increased one drop and the 
q uinine by one-q uarter grain a t each change 
until the morphine was left entirely out. 
In 
the meantime, however, the q uinine was not 
augmented after the ninth week, but ten 
drops of elix ir of vitriol added to each dose 
taken afterw ard. 
The dim inution of m or­ 
phine was m inute and gradual; the taste 
being the same, the patient was unable to de­ 
tect any change w hatever during the four 
m onths’ treatm ent 
As soon as Dr. Dalton 
became satisfied th at the habit was entirely 
in the mind, lie announced th at she had not 
taken a particle of m orphine for tw o weeks. 
As soon as she understood this the spell was 
broken and she wanted no more m orphine; 
her health had become very much improved 
and her gratitude seemed unbounded. 
Dr. 
Dalton thinks th a t if recourse to stim ulants 
be prevented during the curing of the opium 
habit any physician m ay be successful with 
this plan.—British and Colonial Druggist.
